DBSTBUCTION. 


liigrhtningr Strilces a Powder Mag- 
azine—Bam in Its Train— 
]>eath in Its Flames. 


CmoAOo, Aug. 30.—At 9:15 o'clock 
yesterday morning, in the midst of a 
heavy thunder storm, the powder maga- 
zine belonging to the Laflin-Band pow- 
der company, was struck by lightning. 
A:a explosion followed wiiich destroyed 
property valued at $75,000, besides kill 
ing one and fatally injuring four. 
The 
dead and fatally injured are: Miss Car 
rie A. Beranworth, killed instantly; Pe- 
ter 
Kenn, 
a 
farmer, ribs broken 
and fearfully burned. 
John Oughl, 
teamster for 
the 
Oriental 
Powder 
company, ribs fractured, right leg bro- 
ken in two places, internal wounds; Mrs. 
Gughl, skull cniBhed;Mrs. Eliza Devine, 
right log crushed to a jelly, breast trans- 
fixed by a strip of glass. 
The shock 
caved in the two magazines of the Ori- 
ental Powder company, and also those 
belonging to the Warren Powder com- 
pany, the Hazard, the Dupont compan- 
ies and the Eorcite dynaoiite store house. 
The Eaflin & Band Go's, was the only 
one which exploded. Where it stood is 
now an immense excavation, nearly fifty 
feet in depth. 


Not a building in a mile of the explo- 
sion escaped damages. The cottage of 
John Gudgl was wrecked and the family 
.1 terribly injured. There was a panic in 
the Jesuit church, on West Twelfth 
street, and 2,000 people rushed out. In 
this crush many women and children 
were almost trodden to death. 


The exploded magazine contained, it 
is estimated, 140,000 pounds of powder 
and half as much dynamite. 
In the 
neighboring ten store houses was 500,000 
pounds of dynamite and twice as much 
powder. Not one of the eleven buildings 
had a lightning rod or conductor. 


Over the prairie for half a mile were 
scattered bits of stone and slivers from 
the roof timbers. 
A block of stone said 
to weigh nearly 150 pounds went through 
the wall of the Grand trunk round house 
about a mile north, and another dropped 
through the roof, smashing in the cab of 
an engine. 
The Chicago and Alton 
round house, nearly a mile northeast, 
was riddled with small fragments and 
every wjndow smashed to pieces. 


Throughout the southern and western 
portions of the city many thousands of 
dollars damage was done by the explos- 
ion. Plate-glass windows all along State 
and Halsted streets and on Clark and 
Madison, imd sevei^al other streets fully 
six miles distant were demolished. Two 
plate-fi^aas windows in the board of trade 
bnilding and one in the Johnson build- 
ing, opposite, were destroytjd. 


LATER. 


CHIOAOO, Aug. 30.—Geo. Eem, the 
farmer injured by the powder explosion, 
died this forenoon, making the second 
death.

Bketohea of Two Picturesque Homes in 
New Jersey< 


Time out of Maud the three ground floor 
requisites of an Ajnerican house have been 
kitchen, dining room and parlor. 
The 
changes that have been sung on ^theae three 
essentials to g^ve them variety in shape, ar- 
nmgement and ooJoring are infinite. 


HOUSE AT ORANGE, N. J. 


A pleasant example is the one in the illustra- 
tion. A striking looking house it is, with its 
brick walls and Roman tower. If one might 
venture a criticism, it would be that the 
tower would have been much more effective 
if it had been carried a story higher, and the 
gaunt, factory like chimney beside it been 
put inside instead of outside. StiU it is pic- 
turesque as it is with its hint of Rhine castles 
and dungeon keeps. 


A unique feature and the most attractive 
of all is the round dining room on the ground 
floor of the tower. It suggests a great round 
table in the center, like King Arthur's, and 
romance and legend without end. The win- 
dows in this tower dining room commanid 
views from three points of the compass. 


GROUND PLAN. 


Above the dining room, upon the second 
floor, is a beautiful round tower bedroom. 
On the second floor there are four rooms and 
a hall, while the attic furnishes still further 
accommodations. 
For a handsome house, 
bunt of superior material, the cost of this 
mansion is not so great, being $5,400. 
Black 
mortar is used in the walls. By way of ring- 
ing changes within the narrow limits of 
kitchen, dining room and parlor, this de- 
signer has done well. 


The original building in New Jersey has 
brown brick walls mottled through and 
through with flecks of black. The clay used 
in making them contained an overplus of 
iron in streaks. When they came out of the 
Idln they wero brown mottled with black 
spots. "They will never do," said the brick- 
maker, and threw them aside as useless. But 
an architect, with an eye to effects in color, 
by chance saw them, grasped their possibili- 
ties immediately and made a most artistic 
house wall of them. 


The part of New Jersey next to New York 
city is dotted all over with beautiful resi- 
dences. Rich New York men have fled over 
the border with their money and built them 
homes, in defiance of musquitos. 
Musqui- 
tos are not so bad as city taxes and enormous 
prices for land. 


COTTAGE AT MONTCLAIB. 


Another one of these suburban homes is 
shown in the wooden cottage given herewith. 
In the new {esthetics, any house built of wood 
in a fantastic shape is a cottage. 


This house contains seven large rooms on 
the first and second floors. The third story 
rooms are pleasant and commodious. The 
total cost of the house is $4,500. This includes 
the building of a cistern where it is called for. 
The cellar walls are of solid stone all the way 
up, and its floor is thoroughly cemented. 


The flj^t floor varies a little from the old 
plan, in that, in addition to the three rooms 
so often mentioned, it has a reception hall as 
one enters off the piazza. In a house where 
many persons are coming and going this will 
be a convenience. 


riRST FLOOR PLAN. 


The outside of the house is cut up into patch- 
work by the introduction of different patterns 
of weather boarding and paint. This is all 
the fashion, but it cannot be said to be really 
omamentaU When the fashion goes by, the 
patchwork • woodwcn-k will not seem a thing 
of beauty. 


Also thar* is n* ckmb room in tha dlniiig 


room. Ttfls, too, may 1» the fashicm, but it 
is not coijvenient. There never will be any- 
thing prettier than the fine porcelain and 
glassware which one caught glimpses of in 
old-time china closets in the dining room. 


Every American must rejoice at ,the im- 
proved architecture for homes, which the new- 
time if bringing us. The possibilities of orna- 
mentation in tiling and brick work from our 
many-colored American clays are only begin- 
ning to be underslxxxi. Wo have brown, red 
and yellow and pale cream brick in exquisite 
tints, all from the naturally colored clays. 
Pale cream walls, with red facings and trim- 
mings, or the opposite, would make a beauti- 
ful and nrsistic home. So would brown and 
cream tints to-;ether.

The production of the 
po son is in all probability due, direct- 
ly or indirortly, to the growth of some 
mit-ro oi giinism. 
In the cheese, milk, 
and cieaMi, in all of which the essayist 
found the poison, there was present 
more or loss butyric acid, and it may 
be that tJiere is some intimate relation 
hetwtM'M 
butyric 
acid 
fermentation 
and the production of the poison. 
He 
adds that there is a great similarity 
between 
symptoms of poisoning by 
tyrotoxicon and those of cholera infan- 
tum, csjjecially the violent choleraic 
diarrl ea, to which the best mediieal 
authorities now restrict the latter term. 
Iliis investigation is of special interest, 
OS ib tends to throw light upon the 
cause of a disease which carries oflF a 
great many infants, and it is not im- 
possible that the 
inquiries in 
this 
direction will result in a material les* 
sening of the ratio of infantile mor* 
taliiv.

THE comniittee of three appointed by 
Postmaiter General Vilas to examine 
the supplies of the PostoflBce Depart- 
ment are in great trouble over a joke at 
their expense, says a Washington cor- 
resj)ondent.

a pound there ought to be eight ounces. 
They resclved to keep things quiet

lately, one of the committee happened 
to tell a friend. 
The friend looked at 
him for awhile, and then informed him 
that ink is measure^ by liquid weight, 
not advoirdupois. 
There 
are 
only 
twelve ounces in a liquid pound. 
The 
weighing of ink has been stopped. 


In one re8i)ect Eussia appears to be 
ahead of the United States.

INDIANAPOI.IS, Aug. 30.—The repub- 
lican state convention will meet next 
Thursday, and a gentleman who is in a 
position to know says that the platform 
and the general plan of the campaign 
have already been decided upon. They 
will declare, he says, for high license for 
general purposes and will favor local op- 
fion, but will not declare openly for it. 
It will be for protection to American in- 
dustries, but will admit the neces- 
sity 
for 
reform 
in 
the 
details 
the 
tariff. 
It 
will denounce 
President Cleveland's veto messages and 
the bad appointments made by the ad- 
ministration, and will demand legislation 
on the labor question. 
The principle 
plank in the platform, however, will be 
one impeaching tbe democratic manage- 
ment of the state benevolent and chari- 
table institutions, and demanding that 
they be removed from political control. 
The campaign will be fought on this is- 
sue, and the democracy are to be kept 
busy defending themselves from charges 
of jobbery, corruption and cruelty, which 
are already made out in detail and sworn 
to. The evidence to support these, it is 
claimed, is already in the hands of the 
committee, it being collected by the lo- 
cal Oivil Service association during the 
past few months, they having had free 
access to the various institutions. It is 
doubtful, however, whether the party 
witt take »{Monooaoed stand on the tem- 
perance question, especially as to go so 
far as to indorse local option. 


A STARrBOUTEB'S REVENGE 


Gleneral Thomas J. Brady Writ- 
ingr a Book to Disclose State 
Secrets. 


WASHDTOTON, Aug. 30.—A local paper 
says that General Thomas J. Brady has 
retired to his country place at Colonial 
Beach, hired an amanuensis and gone to 
work on the reminiscences of public 
men and events. He has bales of letters 
which will be freely drawn upon, and 
the more important of them will be 
printed in fac simile. The book will be 
called "Behind the Scenes, or Political 
Undercurrents," or some such title. It 
will be profusely illustrated, and the 
campaign of 1884 will get special atten- 
tion. Of course the Star Boute prosecu- 
tions will come in for a very considerable 
share of attention. 


(General Brady will use the volumin- 
ous matmal he has in his possession 
without reservation. In the trial which 
came so near ruining him he obtained 
no consideration from those under obli- 
gations to him for past services.

At the same time the 
book will not have revenge for its mo- 
tiva The intention is to make it a gen- 
uinely valuable contribution to the his- 
tory of an exciting political era, which 
will be the more faithful because violat- 
ed conventionalities give the unusual 
freedom in handling his material.

Over tho prairie for half a mile were

the wall of the Grant! trunk round house 
about a mile north, and another dropped 
through the roof, smaahiug in the cab of

The Chicago and Alton 


round house, nearly a mile northeast, 
was riddled with small fragments and 
every wjndow smashed to pieces. 


Thronghout the abnthern and western 


portions of the city many thousands of 
dollars damage was done by the explos- 
ion.
